The plan of this book is to present illustrations of, and descriptive 
notes upon, some of the more interesting pictures in the Academy Ex- 
hibition. The book is not a catalogue, but an independent supplement . 
to the oflScial catalogue. The illustrations are especially interesting as 
being facsimile reproductions of sketches by the artists, after their 
paintings, drawn expressly for this work. The " Notes" are designed 
to supplement the information conveyed by the sketches, in such man- 
ner as may add to the visitor's interest, and — with the engravings — 
give a fair idea of the Exhibition to those who may be unable to visit 
the Academy. The reproductions, as a rule, are larger this year than 
heretofore, several of them occupying full pages. 

The biographical sketches of the artists proved an acceptable 
feature of last year's " Notes," and hence are retained this year. As 
showing where and with whom the artists have studied, they frequent- 
ly afford valuable clue to. the development of certain technicalities 
observable in the paintings. 

The plan of the Academy Building, and the diagrams of the^Gal- 
leries, which show the position on the walls of every picture in the 
Exhibition, render the publication more useful as a hand-book, and 
give it an increased value for future reference. The whole book will 
serve as a permanent record of the Exhibition of 1883. 

The Editor is thankful to the public for the favorable reception 
accorded last year's book, and to the artists herein represented,'for 
their kindness in again furnishing the engravings, this year.
